THE  FIRST  FOUR  BARS  FROM  U.S.S.C. 

By  Duane  Spellman 

In  1973  many  one  ounce  silver  bars  were 
minted  by  different  companies. 

The  United  States  Silver  Corporation  was 
established  to  provide  silver  to  the  spec¬ 
ulator  and  investor  that  was  trying  to 
hedge  the  inflation  that  was  being  pre¬ 
dicted  by  the  economist  of  the  time. 

It  was  only  a  matter  of  time  before  U.S.S.C. 
was  forced  into  minting  one  ounce  art  bars. 
They  had  the  raw  material. 

One  day,  four  different  coin  dealers  met 
at  the  offices  of  the  new  buildings  under 
construction.  The  topic  of  the  meeting 
was  the  minting  of  art  bars.  Each  dealer 
had  an  idea,  each  was  willing  to  put  up  the 
funds  for  the  start  of  the  venture.  The 
only  thing  missing  was  someone  who  was 
knowledgeable  in  the  functions  of  minting. 

I  was  called  by  the  owner  of  U.S.S.C.  and 
offered  the  job  of  Director  of  Marketing 
for  U.S.S.C.  and  my  main  job  duties  were 
to  design,  produce  and  distribute  one  ounce 
silver  art  bars. 

As  you  might  expect,  each  of  the  parties 
involved  wanted  the  art  bars  "yesterday." 
U.S.S.C.  did  not  have  ONE  piece  of  equip¬ 
ment  for  minting  silver  bars.  There  was 
a  lot  of  work  to  do. 

Let's  go  back  and  discuss  each  bar  and  who 
they  were  made  for.

Todd  Parker  of  Continental 
Coin  Company  took  it. 

3.  USSC-146  Secretariat.  Triple  Crown 

Winner.  Dealer,  Danny  B. 

Crabb  of  Van  Nuys,  California. 

4.  USSC-159  Boston  Tea  Party.  Dealer  Gary 

Fellers  of  Chattanooga  Coin  of 
Tennessee . 


Each  dealer  provided  the  art  work  for  the 
bar  he  wanted  and  the  silver  was  purchased. 
U.S.S.C.  was  on  its  way  to  becoming  the 
largest  producer  of  art  bars  in  1973-1975. 


Handy  and  Harmon  were  called  and  20,000 
ounces  of  silver  was  ordered.  As  the  only 
blanks  they  had  were  longer  and  narrower 
than  the  standard  units  known  today, 

(Hamilton  Mint  uses  H  &  H  blanks)  they  had 
to  re-tool  to  produce  the  blanks  that  would 
fit  the  presses  that  were  contracted  for 
to  mint  the  bars. 

The  first  20,000  bars  were  minted  from  very 
dull  and  unclean  silver.  These  were  struck 
at  the  West  Coast  Mint  located  in  Buellton, 
California.  If  any  of  you  are  old  collectors 
of  large  brdnze  medals,  you  are  familiar 
with  this  mint.  Their  ability  to  mint  a 
silver  unit  in  proof  condition  was  nill. 


There  were  5,000  of  each  design  struck  in 
the  initial  run.  These  are  all  dull,  lack 
the  proof  field  and  show  streaks  of  impure 
metal  in  the  silver.  The  reverse  of  these 
first  bars  are  of  the  standard  design,  but 
the  lettering  is  slightly  smaller,  the 
stars  rounded.  The  word  "troy"  is  also

rounded.  The  obverse  of  these  bars  is  not 
as  sharply  struck  and  lacks  much  of  the 
detail.  Boston  Tea  Party... the  people  in 
the  boat  are  only  blobs.

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The  Secretariat  and  Israel  also  show  slight 
difference3,  but  they  are  not  as  noticeable 
as  they  are  both  only  in  2-dimensional 
engravings.  The  dullness  of  the  field  is 
very  evident. 

The  first  issue  of  5,000  each  sold  out  at  a 
price  of  $4.25  each  in  twelve  days.  A 
ealer  in  San  Francisco  purchased  1,000 
o  each  in  advance  and  purchased  1,000 
more  of  each  after  4  days.  Silver  spot 
was  it  $2.56  per  ounce 


had  a  new  order  to  mint  5,000  each 
of  the  bars  as  soon  as  possible  but  they 
had  to  look  better.  They  decided  to  go  to 
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THE  FIRST  FOUR  BARS,  continued... 

another  company  to  strike  the  units.  The 
West  Cost  Mint,  mad  because  they  were  losing 
a  job  that  they  thought  was  under  contract 
to  them,  refused  to  return  the  dies. 

The  art  work  was  given  to  a  new  engraver  and 
a  new  set  of  dies  was  engraved.  A  new  reverse 
die  was  completed.  The  engravings  were  done 
by  a  large  company  called  Pacific  Engraving 
in  Hollywood.  A  rush  order  was  put  on  the 
job  and  they  were  completed  within  a  week. 

New  blanks  had  been  fabricated  and  delivered. 
These  were  made  by  Englehart.  They  were  of 
much  cleaner  silver  and  had  a  nice  finish. 
Intermint  was  contracted  to  mint  the  bars. 

If  you  own  any  rounds,  you  probably  have  a 
few  Universarios .  These  were  all  minted  by 
Intermint . 

There  were  other  runs  of  5,000  made  for  each 
of  these  bars.  It  was  during  the  second 
run  that  the  reverse  die  of  the  Boston  Tea 
Party  was  inverted.  The  bars  show  a  very 
nice  proof  surface  and  alot  more  detail. 

The  proof  surface  is  very  clear  inside  the 
ear  of  the  elephant  (zoo) ,  detail  of  the 
people  (Boston  Tea  Party)  and  other  clear 
parts  of  all  of  the  bars. 

There  were  two  types  of  all  these  first  4 
bars.  They  were  struck  by  2  different 
mints  and  there  are  two  sets  of  engravings. 

In  fact,  they  were  not  struck  at  U.S.S.C. 
at  all  because  it  wasn't  until  later  that 
U.S.S.C.  had  the  equipment  to  mint.  Check 
your  bars... see  the  difference?

Dave  Martin  of  Ala  Moana  Stamp  &  Coin 
had  his  USS  Arizona  Memorial  die  recut 
to  commemorate  the  50th  Anniversary  of 
the  Pearl  Harbor  attack  (See  DCP-12  & 
MAS-2).  Only  250  made.  $17.50  each 


From  Lowe's  Rare  Coins  in  Waikiki  &  Hilo  there  are  two  eclipse 
rounds  with  the  same  obverse.  Theysold  out  of  the  official  medal 
with  the  'HAWAII  DALA '  reverse  (mintage  2500)  and  had  it  restruck 
with  the  'ALOHA'  reverse  (Reverse  H9  from  their  Hawaiian  Scenic 


Series).  The  restrike  has  a  mintage  of  1000.  Both  rounds  serial

SILVER  ART 
in 

NEW  ORLEANS 

by  Will  &  Terri  Rossman 

New  Orleans  is  a  city  whose  name  immediately 
creates  visions  of  excitement  and  mystery! 
Popularlized  by  word  of  mouth  and  in  song,  the 
fame  of  Mardi  Gras,  the  French  Quarter,  Cajun 
cooking,  the  pirate  Jean  Lafitte,  Preservation  Hall 
jazz  and  voodoo  queen  Marie  Laveau  (just  to  name 
a  few)  has  grown  and  spread  to  all  corners  of  the  country  and  abroad  Less  known  is  the  degree  tc 
which  the  life  and  events  of  this  historic  Mississippi  River  port  are  documented  in  silver  art. 

Bar  collectors  may  be  familiar  with  Hamilton  Mint's  "Poseidon"  bars  (HAM-90,91).  These  honor  the 
annual  "kings"  of  a  large  Margi  Gras  social  dub,  and  while  1974  and  1975  are  the  only  years  in  which  z 
silver  rectangle  was  issued,  pewter  ingots  were  struck  from  1974  -  1989.  The  "Vikings  of  Tyr"  captains 
medal  shown  in  the  bar  catalogue's  miscellaneous  section  was  struck  for  another  dub's  officers  ir 
1972,  and  there  are  silver  examples  for  1973  and  1974  as  well. 

New  Orleans'  most  prolific  modern  engraver  was  H.  Alvin  Sharpe.  His  ingot  work  includes  "Silen 
Partner,"  "Go  First  Class,"  and  "Pipe  Dreamer"  (Belford  &  Causey),  as  well  as  Hamilton  Mint's  50  bai 
"Profiles  of  the  West"  set  and  the  "Poseidon"  bars.  He  is  better  known  in  New  Orleans,  however,  for  his 
work  in  "rounds, "  or  to  use  the  local  patois,  "doubloons." 

New  Orleans  is  a  "doubloons  dty,"  indeed  The  fact  that  the  75th  Anniversary  Coca  Cola  unit  for  New 
Orleans  is  a  round  (while  the  rest  are  rectangles)  is  no  mistake.  Since  the  mid  60's,  over  300C 
documented  issues  have  been  produced  in  .999  silver,  and  98%  or  so  are  round!  Considering  that  the 
bar  catalogue  lists  a  total  of  only  5000+  rectangles  in  both  its  national  and  international  sections 
combined.  New  Orleans  accounts  for  a  LOT  of  silver  art  In  the  late  60's,  there  was  a  real  craze 
everyone  wanted  their  own  doubloon;  conventions  (American  Legion,  Boy  Scouts  &  Barbershop 
Quartets  to  name  a  few),  local  high  schools,  sheriff's  departments,  political  candidates  and  ever 
churches!  The  main  producers,  however,  were  and  are  the  Mardi  Gras  social  dubs,  most  of  which  are 
known  as  "Krewes." 

To  be  truthful,  silver  doubloons  are  a  by-product  The  main  demand  for  doubloons  Is  in  aluminum 
bronze  and  other  base  metals.  Vast  quantities  are  distributed  to  the  Krewe's  members  to  be  thrown  frorr 
parade  floats  to  the  waiting  crowds.  Attending  a  Mardi  Gras  parade  is  a  "unique"  experience,  one  which 
deserves  telling  in  a  separate  artide.  Anyway,  silver  doubloons  are  not  widely  distributed.  Like  IASAC 
issues,  they  are  made  available  to  the  group's  membership  in  advance,  and  it's  doubtful  that  very  many 
are  struck  beyond  the  number  “pre-ordered  ‘  Krewe  members  may  keep  one  as  a  souvenir,  some  may 
be  given  to  VIP's  and,  occasionally,  some  members  may  order  a  lew  extra  for  family  and  friends  As  a 
result,  there  are  no  silver  Mardi  Gras  doubloons  which  are  "common,"  at  least  as  the  word  would  relate 
to.  say,  a  Madison  Mint  bar.  Nonetheless,  they  are  collectable,  turning  up  at  frequent  intervals  in  coin 
antique  and  "what  not"  shops. 

Sound  interesting?  Mardi  Gras  doubloons  and  New  Orleans  medals  are  collected  in  the  same  ways  ai 
other  silver  art  You  might  choose  to  pursue  all  the  issues  of  a  particular  Krewe,  a  year,  or  perhaps  a 
topic  like  Indians,  historic  events  or  animals ...  or  you  might  just  pick  those  individual  units  which  stir 
your  interest,  humor  or  fancy.  From  a  city  with  a  history  and  entertainment  as  diverse  as  that  of  New 
Orleans,  there  is  certainly  something  for  everyone!
